Placed At 1,250,000 
Bushels; Less Than 42 


Tin* drought, last winter's freez­ 
ing temperatures and extrem ely bad 
conditions during the blossom sea- 
son this spring combined 
to cut 
Adams county's apple production to i 
an estimated 40 per cent of a nor­ 
ma! crop—or approximately 1.250.000 
bushels, a survey of fruit, growers, 
canners, processors and others re­ 
vealed today. 


Estimates of the crop ranged from 
25 per cent to 50 jar cent of a nor­ 
mal yield based on the average pro­ 
duction during the last ten years 
Consensus of the varying opinions 
agreed with the estim ate of County 
Agent M 
T 
Hartman 
that 
this 
year's crop is about 40 per cent of 
the average

figure compares with

4.1 per cent crop estimated for the 
state by the Federal State Crop re­ 
porting service of Hie State Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture 
freezing Was Costly 
Fifty per cent of the crop was 
wiped out by the cold weather which 
froze many trees and thr high cold 
winds and wet weather this spring 
which wiped out much of the blos­ 
som as it appeared on the trees
